Extra Edition at 8:25 Told New 
York Result and Indicated 
That Locally. 


Post-Dispatch bulletins of the 
election returns Tuesday night pleased 
an enormous crowd. Broadway was 
packed from halfway between Chestnut 
and Pine almost to Locust street, and 
those making their way along the side- 
walks did so with difficulty. It was 
estimated that 10,000 persons saw the 
bulletins and the moving pictures which 
entertained the throng in the intervals. 

Many women were in the crowd. Lit- 
tle cheering greeted the bulletins, but 
the throng became more enthusiastic 
over the moving pictures than over thie 
election returns. 

In order to provide continuous amuse- 
ment for the crowd, the Post-Dispatch 
had two gstereopticon lanterns. [ft was 
the purpose to keep one of them con- 
stantly at work, and this was accom- 
plished after brief preliminary delays. 

The clearness of the pictures and the 
legibility of the bulletins attracted much 
favorable comment. The bulletins were 
not thrown on the screen in handwrit- 
ing, but were typewritten, and magni- 
fied until the letters stood a foot high. 

Moving Pictures Cheered. 

The screen was piaced at right angles 
to the Post-Dispatch Building, and the 
men who operated the lantern worked 
in a cage built for the occasion from a 
window on the third story. The position 
of the screen and the character of the 
lettering was such that the bulletins 
could be read with ease a block and a 
half away. 

The Britt-Nelson fight moving pic- 
tures made the hit of the evening, and 
the crowd broke for the first time into 
cheers when it was exhib.ted. In addi- 
tion to this there were 15 other series of 
moving pictures, and a large number of 
cartoons which drew ripples of laughter 
from the crowd. The Weather Bird got 
the laugh that is always his. A picture 
of Harry B. Hawes getting “‘a lemon 
handed to him’’ provoked a gQod-hu- 
mored merriment. 

Sham Battles in Pictures, 

Magicians and jugglers performing 
wonderful feats were part of the pro- 
gram. A sham battle, a robbery, sta- 
tionary pictures showing beautiful 
American scenery, and the transforma- 
tion of a caterpillar into a butterfly, the 
butterfly becoming a pretty woman with 
wings who soared among stars, were 
shown. The crowd apparently thought 
the pictures as good as a theater and 
stood with uplifted faces as long as 
they were shown. 

As fast as leased wires, Associated 
Press reports, and telephones could 
bring to the Post-Dispatch office the 
results of the election in St. Louis, in 
Missouri and in other parts of the coun- 
try they were thrown on the screen.

A 
license, which is issued only to residents 
of the State, gives the holder the right 
to hunt in anv county of the State. 

For fdentification in the field by game 
wardens, the age, color of the hair and 
eyes of the holder are specified to render 
the license nontransferable. In 8t. 
Fouis, a license costs $1.15, but out in St. 
Touis County they cost $1.65, according 
to the employes of the License Col- 
lector’s office. The advance of DO cents, 
charged for those issued in the county, 
is declared by the License Collector's 
office in St. Louis to be extortion.

Vanderbilt ‘Employes Employ 
Lawyer and Go North.

ASHEVILLE. N. C., Nov. 7.—Team- 
sters and drivers of George W. Van- 
derbilt’'s Biltmore estate, who went on 
a strike Sunday morning, were mostly 
Englishmen. They have gone to New 
York. Their main grievance was that 
they did not get enough to eat at 
Biltmore House. They said that five 
eggs were made to do for eight or 
nine people, and that they were served 
with one chop apiece. They went to 
see Mr. Vanderbilt several tim@s about 
the matter. He told them, it is said, 
that in England one chop would be 
all they would get. The men stated 
that they did not object to buying 
something to eat of their own Salary 
rather than to have to go hungry, 
but they were five or six miles from 
any place where they could buy 
things. They complained that cheap 
bakers’ bread was also given them. 
The last time they complained to Mr, 
Vanderbilt he told them “they could 
go,” they say. 

The men came to Asheville to await 
results. They demanded their present 
month’s salary, which he is said to 
have refused. He also told them that 
he would not pay their railroad fare 
hack to New York. The strikers have 
employed a lawyer to bring suit. Mr. 
Vanderbilt and family have .not left 
Biltmore House for three days.

5, HAS MAPS Ot 
JAPAN'S DEFENSE 


Information Valuable in Case 
of War Carefully Gathered 
by Army Staff. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Uncle Sam 
has in his possession maps showing the 
defenses of Japan. The attempt of the 
Japanese to sketch the fortifications in 
Manila has disclosed the fact that the 
War Department is compiling much in- 
formation about Nippon’s fortifications. 
No underhand methods are emplov-d in 
securing this information, and it is be- 
ing gathered by the general army staff. 

Maps showing everything of military 
value or significance, together with 
other matters, have been secured, and 
the work already has progressed so far 
that the fund of information is re- 
markably complete. 

The work of collecting information 
about Japan has been going on for some 
time. It was not based on any puar- 
ticular impression | that Japan was 
likely to be an enemy, though among 
army and navy men it is the universal! 
opinion that there is more likelihood of 
using this information as to Japan than 
as to any other country. In the busi- 
nesg of gathering military information 
which might be used in case of cam- 
paigns in foreign countries, the Ameri- 
cans and Japanese have received most 
attention. Canada, “for instance, is well 
in hand, and Cuba has been charted 
with the greatest detall and exactness. 

These maps, verified ag carefully as 
they are and kept corrected to date, 
would be of the greatest worth in case 
of war. The Japanese owed much in 
their Manchurian, campaign to = th-dr 
superior intelligence in the service. No 
Japanese commander made mistakes in 
the field based on lack of information. 
He was provided with the information 
at the beginning of his movement.

“Why, 1 know men never before had

Only a few arrests were made at the 
polls in St. Louis, and the number of 
election day disturbances reported was 
remarkably small. Fifteen men were 
locked up. Eleven of these, Were charged 
With attempted illegal voting, three with 
assault and one with selling liquor con- 
trary to the closing order. 

Two men who gave their names as 
David Hickey and Thomas Kane wgre 
arrested on a charge of having assault- 


ed Detective Williams, a _— in the 
service of Circuit Attorney Sager, in 
front,of the polling place at 1008 North 
Broadway. Williams identified the men 
as his assailants. 

Charles Miller, a negro, wili face a 
charge in Police Court of having at- 
tacked Dr. W. T. Coughlin of 2713 Wash- 
ington avenue as he was going into his 
ofice. Dr. Coughlin was struck on the 
head with a pair of brass ‘“‘Knucks.”’ 

The only arrest made under the sa- 
loon-closing order was that of Patrick 
Burke, a bartender at 813 Market street. 
who is accused of selling beer to several 
men in the saloon.

Way left Main street and Broadway 
at 6:30-a. m., the first run of the day. 
He had been a motorman a month, 
running on the Broadway line. The

_teenth street, where the Broadway car 
‘continues due east, while the Denver- 
side car turns south. 

The power was on nine 
which ordinarily gives a speed of 
about fifteen miles an hour. Two pas- 
sengers were in the oar. Apparently 
Way forgot that he was on a Den- 
verside instead: of qa Broadway car, 
and expected to continue east instead 
of turning. He did not shut off the 
power or diminish the speed as he ap- 
proached the turn. 


His Skull Fractured. 

The gate was on the left side of 
Way's vestibule. When the car made 
the sudden violent lurch to the south 
Way was thrown through this gate to 
the brick-paved street, falling on his 
head and. fracturing the skull. The trol- 
ley pole jumped off the wire with such 
force that the rope was snapped like 
whipcord. 

E. W. Bresse, conductor of the car, 
was standing on the rear platform, and 
was thrown prostrate in a corner of the 
vestibule. He regained his feet and saw 
at a glance that Way was in the street. 
He set the rear brakes, but even with 
that check and with the trolley off, the 
car was not brought to a stand until 
it had run a block to Walnut street. 
The two passengers were badly shaken, 
but not hurt. 

Way died before he reached the Hen- 
rietta Hospital. He was 45 years old 
and was formerly a railroad man in 
Galveston and Fort Smith, Tex. A 
brother, W. G. Way, is president of th 
Livestock Exchange in Fort Worth, an 
a a telling.of the death was wired 
to him.

“I do not intend to make any report 
G@ my action regarding the c'osing of 
saloons unless requested to do so by 
the Police Hoard,’ said the Chief. ‘I 
do not wish to appear antagonistic to 
the Circuit Attorney and I am perfectly 

ng to co-operate with him in all 
matters pertaining to crime and crimi- 
nals, but I will not be dictated to in 
regard to the policy of the Police De- 
partment. 

“Before issuing my original order to 
close all saloons during the entire 24 
hours of Tuesday I looked up the stat- 
ute governing the closing of dram- 
shops on election day. I construed sec- 
tion 3061 to mean that saloons should be 
closed all day just the same as Sunday. 
1 tssued my order accordingly. Later I 
was visited py former Excise Commis- 

ner Seibert and former Lientenant- 

vernor Rubey and was advised by 
those genti+men to modify my order, 
Advised to Change Order. 

“They told me that the legislators in 
_ passing that law intended that the time 
intervening between the opening and 
the closing of the polls should be des- 
ignated as election day. I told them my 
order would stand. 

‘Later in the day I was informed by 
President Stewart that Judges Bland 
and Goode of the Court of Appeals had 
decided that the law made it necessary 
for the saloons to remain closed only 
while the polls were open. J] then modi- 
fied my order to that extent. The order 
in its modified form was enforced by 
the Police Department as I saw no rea- 
son to rescind it.’
